Calls Subway Local Benefit. 

“A subway will double and triple

Mr. Breen said he will use the de- 
cision as one of the bases of his report 
to Mayor Thompson, showing immedi- 
ate subway construction to be legal 
without further legislation. Unfortu- 
nately, he explained, there are no 
“direct rulings on the subject as IIli- 
nois has no subways now but he is 
convinced that the Downers Grove 
case and others, less recent, set a prec- 
edent the Supreme court will follow 
in a contemplated friendly test suit.

After that we used to go for breakfast to Marie's, 


Toinette’s, or Fanchon’s, or whatever her name 
was. As near as we can remember, we would 
| walk along the Rue de Rivoli towards the Place de 
la Concorde. At the corner of the Rue Cambon 
we would head north until in the middle of the 
block we came to a little street about as wide as 
an ordinary Chicago alley. It ran for half a block 
and then changed its mind and turned at a right 
angle and traveled a half block south into the 
Rue de Rivoli.

Numerous re- 
ports regarding disappointing threshing 
returns were received from the soft 
wheat states, which offset optimistic 
comments from Nebraska where har- 
vesting is now well under way.

Argentine PlantoOust 
U.S. Packers Revealed

BUENOS AIRES, July 6.—The text of 
a new “three power” codperative com- 
bine, which apparently is designed to 
put the American packers out of busi- 
mess in Argentina as far as European 
trade is concerned, was presented to 
President de Alvear today. The scheme 
envisages the formation of a mammoth 
cotperative society composed of stock 
breeders, a group of packers headed by 
Vesteys, and the Argentirie government. 
The packers must sell to the combine 
6@ per cent of their share of capital for 
$26,000,000, which the government will 
pay for by imposing a special tax on all 
stock slaughtered in any Argentine 
packing house, while the stock breeders 
must pledge themselves to sell all stock 
of ehilling quality to the combine at a 
minimum price of 30 centavos per kilo, 
receiving 95 per cent of the purchase

_How Many Manners 
Should the 
Children Have? - 


OW many manners should the 
children have? 

ut not too many. Espe- 
cially when they're little. The older 
they grow, the more we must expect 
of them. But when they’re little we 
must temper ideals of politeness with 
leniency and understanding—temper 
justice with mercy. 
| There was Petie. I remember one 
Sunday when manners were his Wa- 
terloo. The three children of varying 
ages were having dinner at the big 
table with the grownups. They had 
been playing hard all morning. Petie 
was quite little then, cunning, and 
utterly desirous of pleasing his mother. 
He was served among the first, and 
his plate of juicy chicken and green 
peas and baked potato was very close 


didn’t even take up his fork. 


Once he did say, “ Mother, “ma I 
begin?’”’ But his mother shook her 
head reprovingly. The serving went 
on very slowly. 
Then suddenly Petie burst into tears, 
and there he sat looking so miserable 
with the big drops rolling down his 
cheeks. Startled, his mother went to 
tee and asked him what was the mat- 
er. 
“O, muddie, I was so awfully hun- 
gry I just couldn’t stand it.” I al- 
most wept, myself. Even with my 
quite big boy we have perilous mo- 
ments. So we use a formula and if 
he’s in a famished state he whispers 
to me, “It’s dangerous!” and I let 
him begin before the others, 
We need to bear their littleness in 
mind, I have sat at big family tables 
and seen little children served the 
very last of all. . I’ve seen youngsters 
who had finished their meat course 
made to sit and sit with their hands 
on their laps while their elders talked 
and ate. 

Such restraint is too much for chil- 
dren. They should be served early in 
the meal and not be expected to wait 
an unreasonable time before beginning. 
They should be excused from the table 
to work off their activity between long 
drawn out courses. 
Of course they shouldn’t ever inter- 
rupt when others are talking—except 
once in a while. Sometimes grown 
people talk so interminably that any- 
body is justified in breaking in. Some- 
times it’s just human to pause a min- 
ute and find out what the children 
want. Then, too, they should look 
people in the face and shake hands 
with them when they meet them, in- 
stead of tucking their heads down and 
shrinking behind some one’s skirts. 
But these amenities can be over- 
looked on occasion—if the children are 
absorbed in some fascinating play or 
tired and sleepy.
